Restrictions  on  the  purchase  of  the 
1943  crop  of  flue-cured  tobacco  have  been 
removed  by  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, effective  July  7,  1944. 

Removal  was  effected  by  the  termina- 
tion of  War  Food  Order  4.3  under  which 


the  crop  was  allocated  among  U.  S.  to- 
bacco manufacturers  and  buyers  on  the 
basis  of  their  previous  purchases. 

From  last  year's  production  of  791  mil- 
lion pounds  of  flue-cured  tobacco,  ap- 
proximately 10  million  pounds  pr  about 
iy4  percent  of  the  crop  remains  unsold 
or  unassigned.    WFA  officials  said  this 


quantity  is  insufficient  in  size  and  quality 
to  justify  reallocation. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  order  was  to 
insure  an  ultimate  equitable  distribution 
of  the  1943  flue-cured  crop  among  man- 
ufacturers and  buyers.  Since  this  pur- 
pose has  now  been  achieved,  dealers  are 
not  required  to  hold  scattered  lots  any 
longer.

in  Ohio  and  January  31,  filler  types  num- 
bered 41  produced  chiefly  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, will  have  sales  restrictions  re- 
moved through  an  amendment  to  War 
Food  Order  4.6.  This  amendment  will 
permit  normal  marketing  of  these  types 
of  tobacco  grown  chiefly  in  these  three 
states.

(3)  "Dealer"  means  any  person,  other 
than  a  manufacturer,  who  buys  tobacco 
for  resale  in  redried  condition  and 
packed  in  containers. 

(4)  "Scrap"  means  any  loose,  tangled, 
untied,  and  unstemmed  flue-cured  to- 
bacco salvaged  as  a  by-product  in  har- 
vesting, stripping,  classing,  and  tying  on 
the  farm  and  consisting  chiefly  of  barn 
and  strip-house  floor  sweepings  and 
very  inferior  quality  leaves  not  sold  at 
auction  by  growers  of  any  loose,  untied, 
and  unstemmed  flue-cured  tobacco  con- 
sisting entirely  of  floor  sweepings,  loose, 
and  tangled  leaves,  or  portions  of  leaves 
which  accumulate  from  unavoidable 
dropping  or  breakage  in  the  handling 
of  flue-cured  tobacco  and  which  con- 
sist exclusively  of  such  tobacco  salvaged 
as  a  by-product  of  marketing. 

(5)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(6)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(b)  Restrictions.   (1)  No  person  shall 


purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  any  1944 
crop  flue-cured  tobacco  unless  such  to- 
bacco is  purchased  or  acquired  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(2)  No  manufacturer  shall,  directly 
or  indirectly,  purchase  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire any  1944  crop  flue-cured  tobacco 
which  will  cause  the  total  amount  of 
such  tobacco  so  acquired  by  him  to  ex-  " 
ceed  74  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
pounds  of  flue-cured  tobacco,  inclusive 
of  scrap,  used  by  such  person  for  manu- 
facturing purposes  during  the  period 
from  July  1,  1943  to  June  30,  1944,  in- 
clusive. 

.  (3)  No  manufacturer  shall  purchase 
at  auction  a  higher  proportion  of  his 
total  allocation  of  1944  crop  flue-cured 
tobacco  than  his  total  purchases  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco  from  the  crops  of  1939, 
1940,  1941,  and  1942  at  auction  bore  to 
his  total  purchases  of  flue-cured  tobacco 
from  such  crops. 

(4)  No  dealer  shall  purchase  from  pro- 
ducers or  at  auction  for  his  own  account 
a  total  quantity  of  1944  crop  flue-cured 
tobacco  which  is  in  excess  of  100  percent 
of  the  amount  which  was  originally  allo- 
cated to  such  dealer  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  War  Food  Order  No.  4.3  (8  F.R. 
11331,  9  F.R.  4321,  4319)  issued  by  the 
Director  on  August  13,  1943,  or  the 
amount  which  he  was  entitled  to  have 
allocated  to  him  pursuant  to  said  War 
Food  Order  for  such  purchases  from  the 
1943  crop  of  flue-cured  tobacco. 

(5)  Any  person  other  than  a  manufac- 
turer or  dealer  may  purchase  1944  crop 
flue-cured  tobacco  at  auction  for  resale 
at  auction  in  substantially  the  same 
form. 

(6)  A  manufacturer  or  dealer  may  re- 
sell at  auction  flue-cured  tobacco  pur- 
chased at  auction:  Provided,  That  the 

aggregate  amount  of  such  resales  may 
not  exceed  2  percent  of  such  purchases. 
The  flue-cured  tobacco  resold  at  auction, 
within  the  aforesaid  limitation,  will  not 
be  charged  to  the  allocation  of  the  seller. 

(7)  Purchases  of  1944  crop  flue-cured 
scrap  tobacco  by  a  dealer  shall  not  be 
charged  against  such  dealer's  allocation,

(8)  Any  1944  crop  flue-cured  tobacco 
purchased  in  conformity  with  an  agree- 
ment to  buy  for  a  principal,  either  in 
the  principal's  name  or  for  his  account, 
shall  be  charged  to  the  quota  of  the 
principal  for  whom  such  flue-cured 
tobacco  was  purchased. 

(9)  The  poundage  figures  used  in  com- 
puting allocations  pursuant  hereto  shall 
be  reduced  to  an  undried  (green  weight) 
basis.  Flue-cured  tobacco  in  the  steam- 
dried  condition  and  in  unstemmed  form 
shall  be  converted  to  the  undried  basis 
by  multiplying  the  number  of  pounds  by 
the  factor  1.12.

1944  FLUE-CURED  TOBACCO  PURCHASES 
LIMITED 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
issued  War  Food  Order  No.  4.7  restricting 
the  purchase  of  1944  crop  flue-cured  to- 
bacco by  manufacturers  and  dealers. 
Flue-cured  tobacco  is  used  principally 
for  making  cigarettes. 


The  order,  effective  July  19,  1944,  is 
similar  to  the  one  issued  a  year  ago  to 
regulate  purchase  of  the  1943  crop,  ex- 
cept that  it  prescribes  a  basis  under 
which  the  allocations  of  individual  pur- 
chasers may  be  determined  in  pounds. 
The  1943  order  (WFO  4.3)  designated 
purchase  limits  in  percentages  of  cur- 
rent production. 

Under  the  order,  which  is  based  on  the 
July  estimate  of  production  (834  million 


pounds),  manufacturers  may  acquire 
1944  flue-cured  tobacco  up  to  74  percent 
of  the  quantity  (including  scrap)  used  by 
them  for  manufacturing  purposes  from 
July  1, 1943,  through  June  30, 1944.  Their 
auction  purchases  are  limited  to  the 
same  proportion  of  total  purchases  as 
was  similarly  acquired  from  the  crops 
of  1939  to  1942,  inclusive. 

Dealers  may  purchase  1944  crop  to- 
bacco from  producers  or  auction,  for 
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their  own  account,  up  to  100  percent  of 
the  basic  quantity  which  they  were  en- 
titled to  buy  under  the  1943  order  (4.3). 

On  the  basis  of  current  crop  estimates, 
WFA  has  determined  that  482  million 
pounds  may  be  used  domestically,  and 
that  352  million  pounds  will  be  used  to 
meet  the  requirement  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  other  allies  and  friendly  na- 
tions. The  percentage  which  manu- 
facturers and  dealers  are  permitted  to 
buy  this  season  is  based  on  the  total  ear- 
marked for  domestic  consumption  in  re- 
lation to  base  period  use. 

If  later  estimates  of  production  are 
larger  than  the  834  million  pounds  indi- 
cated on  July  1,  the  order  will  be  amended 
accordingly,  with  most  of  the  increase  for 
domestic  users. 

The  quantity  earmarked  for  export  will 
be  allocated  directly  to  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  and  to  dealers  for  pro- 
curement on  the  auction  markets. 

Other  provisions  of  the  order  affecting 
the  1944  crop  are: 

1.  Persons  other  than  manufacturers 
or  dealers  may  purchase  at  auction  for 


resale  at  auction  in  substantially  the 
same  form.  Such  purchases,  however, 
may  not  be  redried  and  packed  for  resale. 

2  Manufacturers  and  dealers  may  pur- 
chase and  resell  at  auction,  provided  the 
aggregate  quantity  resold  does  not  exceed 
2  percent  of  such  purchases.  The  quan- 
tity resold  will  not  be  charged  to  the 
purchase  quota  of  the  seller. 

3.  Purchases  of  scrap  tobacco  by  deal- 
ers will  not  be  charged  to  individual  quo- 
tas, but  purchases  of  scrap  tobacco  by 
manufacturers  will  be  counted  in  tabu- 
lating total  allowable  purchases. 

4.  Any  tobacco  purchased  in  conform- 
ity with  an  agreement  to  buy  for  a  prin- 
cipal, either  in  the  principal's  name  or  for 
his  account,  will  be  charged  to  the  quota 
of  the  principal  for  whom  the  purchase 
was  made. 

5.  The  poundage  figures  used  in  com- 
puting quotas  must  be  reduced  to  an  un- 
dried  (green  weight)  basis. 

The  order  stipulates  that  its  restric- 
tions must  be  observed  without  regard 
to  the  rights  of  creditors,  prior  contracts, 
existing  contracts,  payments  made,  or 


deliveries  of  1944  crop  flue-cured  tobacco 
made  prior  to  its  effective  date.  Pur- 
chases or  sales  made  prior  to  July  19, 1944 
will  be  charged  to  the  respective  quotas 
in  accordance  with  provisions  of  the 
order. 

The  necessity  for  allocating  the  1944 
crop  arises  from  the  fact  that  disappear- 
ance has  exceeded  production  for  the 
last  3  years.  On  April  1,  1944  stocks  of 
flue-cured  tobacco  in  the  hands  of  man- 
ufacturers were  185  million  pounds  less 
than  on  the  same  date  last  year. 

Recent  consultation  with  a  representa- 
tive group  of  manufacturers,  dealers, 
warehousemen  and  growers  indicated 
that  under  such  conditions,  and  with  ceil- 
ing prices,  an  order  of  this  kind  is  es- 
sential to  a  fair  distribution  of  the  antic- 
ipated crop.  It  also  was  determined 
that  a  special  allocation  should  be  made 
to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation, 
(over  and  above  the  needs  of  our  allies 
and  others)  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  stabilizing  prices,  if  and  when  neces- 
sary, and  to  assure  full  competition  on 
all  the  markets.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  4.7  Amendment  1. 

On  the  basis  of  substantially  larger 
estimates  of  flue-cured  tobacco  produc- 
tion in  1944,  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion has  increased  from  482  million 
pounds  to  578  million  pounds  the  cur- 
rent} season  allocation  to  manufacturers 
and  dealers  for  domestic  use.  This 
quantity  is  subject  to  further  increase 
if  present  estimates  materialize. 

This  increased  allocation,  provided  in 
an  amendment  to  War  Food  Order  No. 
4.7  effective  immediately,  will  permit 
manufacturers  to  purchase  88.8  percent 
of  the  quantity  of  flue -cured  used  by 
them  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1944  instead  of  the  74  percent  prescribed 
by  the  original  order  issued  July  18, 
1944.  Dealers  may  now  purchase  135 
percent  of  the  quantity  they  were  en- 
titled to  buy  under  the  1943  allocation 
order  (WFO  4.3).  WFO  4.7  as  origi- 
nally issued  permitted  them  to  buy  only 


the  quantity  allocated  to  them  last  sea- 
son. 

The  allocation  to  manufacturers  will 
represent  an  inventory  replacement  be- 
cause tobacco  purchased  currently  will 
be  aged  before  being  made  into  ciga- 
rettes and  smoking  tobacco.  The  578 
million  pounds  earmarked  for  manufac- 
turers and  dealers  this  season  is  113  mil- 
lion pounds  more  than  they  were  per- 
mitted to  purchase  last  season. 

WFO  4.7  as  issued  last  month  was 
based  on  a  July  1  production  estimate 
of  834  million  pounds.  Inasmuch  as 
that  estimate  was  made  at  a  time  of 
severe  drought  conditions  over  impor- 
tant producing  areas,  WFA  promised 
that  the  order  would  be  amended  if 
conditions  improved  by  August  1.  The 
August  crop  report  (published  August 
10)  indicated  a  984  million  pound  pro- 
duction— a  probable  increase  of  150  mil- 
lion pounds. 

The  amendment  increases  the  alloca- 
tion to  manufacturers  and  dealers  for 


domestic  purposes  by  96.4  million  pounds, 
and  increases  the  allocation  to  other 
claimants,  including  our  allies  and 
friendly  nations,  by  19.6  million  pounds, 
making  a  total  increase  of  116  million 
pounds.  The  original  allocation  to  our 
allies  and  other  claimants  was  352  mil- 
lion pounds. 

The  new  allocations  (totaling  950  mil- 
lion pounds)  do  not  reflect  the  indicated 
increase  in  production  because  an  inde- 
terminate fraction  of  the  crop  will  be 
farm  scrap  which  is  not  sold  over  the 
auction  floor.  There  also  is  a  possibility 
that  later  estimates  may  show  a  decline, 
or  that  labor  conditions  may  prevent  the 
harvesting  of  all  tobacco  produced. 
Limiting  allocations  at  this  time  to  a 
total  somewhat  below  the  estimated  pro- 
duction may  make  unnecessary  any  later 
reductions  which  could  cause  market 
disruptions.  Consideration  will  be  given 
to  further  increased  allocations  after  the 
September  estimate  of  crop  conditions.

Summary  to  WFO-4.7,  Amendment  2 

Because  September  1  estimates  indi- 
cate a  much  larger  production  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration has  increased  from  578  million 
pounds  to  624  million  pounds  the 
quantity  allocated  to  cigarette  manu- 
facturers for  purchase  at  auction  and 
from  dealers  during  the  current  market- 
ing season. 

The  new  allocation,  made  in  an 
amendment  to  War  Food  Order  No.  4.7, 
is  96  percent  of  the  quantity  used  by 
these  manufacturers  in  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1944,  and  only  2  percent  less 
than  they  purchased  from  the  1939 
record  crop. 

The  new  allocation  will  permit  tobacco 
dealers  to  purchase  167  million  pounds, 


of  which  quantity  128  million  pounds  are 
intended  for  sale  to  manufacturers.  The 
remainder  will  be  applied  to  export  re- 
quirements. This  is  142  percent  of  the 
1S43  dealer  allocations. 

WFO  4.7,  originally  issued  July  18, 
allocated  516  million  pounds  to  manu- 
facturers and  dealers,  based  on  a  July  1 
estimated  production  of  834  million 
pounds.  It  was  amended  August  17  to 
increase  these  allocations  to  610  million 
pounds  based  on  an  August  1  crop  esti- 
mate of  984  million  pounds. 

The  current  estimate  of  flue-cured 
production,  based  on  September  1  con- 
ditions, is  1.047  million  pounds.  The 
total  allocated  under  the  new  amend- 
ment including  grants  of  relief  is  1,021 
million  pounds.  Of  that  total  391  mil- 
lion pounds  are  allocated  to  meet  the 


requirements  of  our  allies  and  other 
friendly  nations. 

Should  production  reach  the  latest 
estimated  quantity,  WFA  probably  will 
increase  somewhat  the  allocation  to 
manufacturers  and  dealers.  There  also 
will  be  about  16  million  pounds  of  scrap 
which  is  not  sold  on  the  auction  floor, 
but  which  is  available  to  dealers  without 
regard  to  the  allocations.  Some  of  this 
scrap  may  also  be  acquired  by  manu- 
facturers. 

Present  prospects,  therefore,  indicate 
that  the  quantity  available  to  manufac- 
turers "from  the  1944  crop  will  equal  or 
exceed  the  quantity  used  by  them  dur- 
ing the  12  months  period  ended  June  30, 
the  period  on  which  the  allocations  are 
based.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-4.7  Amendment  4. 

To  keep  permitted  purchases  of  1944 
crop  flue-cured  tobacco  in  line  with  es- 
timated production,  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration has  amended  War  Food 
Order  No.  4.7  reducing  by  1  percent  the 
allocation  to  domestic  manufacturers 
and  dealers. 

The  new  allocation  to  manufacturers, 
however,  still  will  total  659.4  million 


pounds,  about  1.5  percent  more  than  they 
used  for  manufacturing  purposes  during 
the  12  months  ending  June  30,  1944  and 
some  28  million  pounds  more  than  they 
have  ever  purchased  from  a  flue-cured 
crop.  The  dealer  allocation,  most  of 
which  will  be  purchased  for  resale  to 
manufacturers,  is  reduced  from  190  mil- 
lion pounds  to  188.1  million  pounds — 46 
percent  more  than  they  were  permitted 
to  purchase  last  season. 


Since  the  first  1944  crop  estimate  July 
1,  WFA  has  allocated  practically  the  en- 
tire prospective  production.  Increases 
were  granted  as  crop  estimates  increased 
from  834  million  pounds  July  1  to  1,072 
million  pounds  October  1.  The  first  re- 
duction in  the  estimate  came  November 
1 — from  1,072  to  1,062  million  pounds. 
Should  the  December  1  estimate  indicate 
a  substantial  increase  over  the  1.062 
million  pounds,  the  allocation  will  be 
revised  accordingly.

Summary  to  WFO-4-7  Amendment  5. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
amended  War  Food  Order  4-7,  to  make 
it  possible  for  purchasers  of  flue  cured 
tobacco,  who  already  hold  allocations,  to 
increase  their  purchases  on  and  after 
January  9,  1945.  The  amendment  does 
not  remove  existing  restrictions  against 
the  purchase  of  1944  crop  flue  cured  to- 
bacco by  non-allocation  holders. 

This  increase  in  possible  purchases  re- 
sults from  an  average  of  some  14,000,000 


pounds  of  flue  cured  tobacco  as  con- 
tracted with  the  estimated  crop  and  al- 
locations based  thereon.  Allocations,  to 
date,  amount  to  1,058,000,000  pounds — 
with  later  estimates  of  the  crop  available 
showing  a  total  of  1,072,000,000  pounds 
exclusive  of  scrap. 

On  and  after  January  9,  1945,  manu- 
facture: s  and  dealers  who  already  hold 
allocations,  will  not  be  limited  in  their 
purchases  of  tobacco — over  and  above 
the  amount  of  their  previous  allocations. 
No  flat  percentage  increases  have  been 
assigned — due  to  the  fact  that,  percent- 


agewise, the  increase  is  relatively  small 
and  some  manufacturers  and  dealers 
have  probably  completed  their  pur- 
chases to  the  full  extent  of  their 
present  allocations  and  may  not  desire  to 
reenter  the  market. 

The  amendment  will  also  require  that 
manufacturers  report  purchases  from  the 
1944  crop  and  that  dealers  report  pur- 
chases and  sales  of  tobacco  acquired 
under  the  provisions  of  the  order.  Flue 
cured  tobacco  is  one  of  the  two  major 
types  of  tobaccos  used  in  all  popular 
American  cigarettes.

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
amended  War  Food  Order  No.  4-7  revis- 


ing the  provisions  of  the  order  which 
regulated  the  purchase  and  sale  of  scrap 
tobacco  of  the  1944  crop  of  flue-cured 
tobacco. 

The  amendment,   effective  May  11, 


1945  will  enable  manufacturers  to  pur- 
chase the  season's  remaining  scrap  (ap- 
proximately 7  million  pounds)  without 
regard  to  allocations.  The  scrap  now 
is  in  the  hands  of  dealers.

1944  crop  of  burley  tobacco 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  War  Pood  Order  No.  4,  issued  on  Janu- 
ary 7,  1943.  as  amended  (8  F.R.  335,  828, 
11331,  9  F.R.  4521,  4319,  9584) ,  and  to  ef- 
fectuate the  purpose  of  such  order,  as 
amended,  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: 

§  1450.14  Restrictions  on  1944  crop 
Burley  tobacco — (a)  Definitions.  (1) 
"Burley  tobacco"  means  unmanufactured 
tobacco  of  Type  31,  as  denned  in  the 
Official  Standard  Grades  for  Burley  To- 
bacco (7  CPR  29.206  (11)  ),  promulgated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  No- 
vember 25,  1936,  pursuant  to  the  To- 
bacco Inspection  Act  (7  U.S.C.  511  et 
seq.) . 

(2)  "Manufacturer"  means  any  per- 
son who  processed  tobacco  during  the 
period  from  October  1,  1943  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1944,  inclusive,  into  a  product  for 
consumer  use  which  was  subject  to  taxa- 
tion under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 

!  (26  U.S.C.  2000-2040). 

(3)  "Dealer"  means  any  person,  other 
than  a  manufacturer,  who  purchased 
Burley  tobacco  of  the  crops  of  1939,  1940, 
and  1941  from  producers  or  at  auction 
and  redried  and  packed  such  tobacco,  or 
had  such  tobacco  redried  and  packed 
for  his  account. 

(4)  "1944  crop  Burley  tobacco"  means 
Burley  tobacco  which  was  planted  and 
harvested  during  the  calendar  year  1944. 

(5)  "Warehouseman"  means  any  per- 
son who  offers  tobacco  for  sale  at  auc- 
tion as  a  commission  agent  for  the  pro- 
ducer of  such  tobacco. 

(6>  "Scrap"  means  any  loose,  tangled, 
untied,  and  unstemmed  Burley  tobacco 
salvaged  as  a  by-product  in  harvesting, 
stripping,  classing,  and  tying  on  the 
farm  and  consisting  chiefly  of  barn  and 
strip-house  floor  sweepings  and  very  in- 
ferior quality  leaves  not  sold  at  auction 
by  growers  and  any  loose,  untied,  and 
unstemmed  Burley  tobacco  consisting  en- 
tirely of  warehouse  floor  sweepings,  loose, 
and  tangled  leaves,  or  portions  of  leaves 
which  accumulate  from  unavoidable 
dropping  or  breakage  in  the  handling  of 
Burley  tobacco  and  which  consist  exclu- 
sively of  such  tobacco  salvaged  as  a  by- 
product of  marketing. 

(7)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
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corporation  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(b)  Restrictions.  <1>  No  person  shall 
purchase,  or  otherwise  acquire,  any 
1944  crop  Burley  tobacco  unless  such 
tobacco  is  purchased  or  acquired  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(2)  No  manufacturer  shall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  purchase,  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire, any  1944  crop  Burley  tobacco 
which  will  cause  the  total  amount  of 
such  tobacco  so  acquired  by  him  to  ex- 
ceed 105  percent  of  the  total  number  of 
pounds  of  Burley  tobacco  used  by  such 
person  for  manufacturing  purposes  dur- 
ing the  period  from  October  1,  1943  to 
September  30,  1944,  inclusive. 

(3)  No  manufacturer  shall  purchase 
at  auction  a  higher  proportion  of  his 
total  allocation  of  1944  crop  Burley  to- 
bacco than  his  total  purchases  of  Bur- 
ley tobacco  from  the  crops  of  1939,  1940, 
and  1941  at  auction  bore  to  his  total  pur- 
chases of  Burley  tobacco  from  such  crops. 

(4)  No  dealer  shall  purchase  from  pro- 
ducers or  at  auction  for  his  own  account 
a  total  quantity  of  1944  crop  Burley  to- 
bacco which  is  in  excess  of  104  percent 
of  the  amount  which  was  allocated  to 
such  dealer  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  War  Food  Order  4-5  <8  F.R.  16315) 
issued  by  the  Director  of  Food  Distribu- 
tion on  December  1,  1943,  as  amended,  or 
the  amount  which  he  was  entitled  to 
have  allocated  to  him  pursuant  to  said 
war  food  order,  as  amended,  for  such 
purchases  from  the  1943  crop  of  Burley 
tobacco. 

(5)  Any  person  other  than  a  manufac- 
turer or  dealer  may  purchase  1944  crop 
Burley  tobacco  at  auction  for  resale  at 
auction  in  substantially  the  same  form 
and  condition. 

(6)  Purchases  at  auction  of  any  1944 
crop  Burley  tobacco  by  a  manufacturer 
or  a  dealer  shall  not  be  charged  to  the 
purchaser's  allocation  of  1944  crop  Bur- 
ley tobacco  pursuant  to  (b)  (2),  (b)  (3), 
or  (b)  (4)  hereof  if  such  tobacco  is  pur- 
chased at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum 
price  for  such  tobacco  established  by  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration  and  in  ef- 
fect on  the  date  of  such  purchase. 

(7'  Purchases  of  scrap  by  a  dealer 
shall  not  be  charged  against  such  deal- 
er's allocation  but  purchases  of  scrap  by 
a  manufacturer  shall  be  charged  to  such 
manufacturer's  allocation. 

<8>  Any  1944  crop  Burley  tobacco  pur- 
chased in  conformity  with  an  agreement 
to  buy  for  a  principal,  either  in  the  prin- 
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cipal's  name  or  for  his  account,  shall 
be  charged  to  the  quota  of  the  principal 
for  whom  such  3urley  tobacco  was  pur- 
chased: Provided.  That  no  principal  may 
make  any  such  agreement  with  a  ware- 
houseman or  any  person  employed,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  by  a  warehouseman, 
and  this  provision  applies  to  any  such 
agreement  already  made  or  to  be  made 
with  respect  to  the  1944  crop  of  Burley 
tobacco. 

i9>  Burley  tobacco  of  the  1944  crop 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  allocated  by 
the  Director  for  purchase  by  the  Com- 
modity  Credit  Corporation. 

(10)  The  poundage  figures  used  in  com- 
puting allocations  pursuant  hereto  shall 
be  reduced  to  an  undried  (green  weight) 
basis.  Burley  tobacco  in  the  steamdried 
condition  and  in  unstemmed  form  shall 
be  converted  to  the  undried  basis  by  mul- 
tiplying the  number  of  pounds  by  the 
factor  1.11.  Burley  tobacco  in  the  steam- 
dried  condition  and  in  the  stemmed  form 
shall  be  converted  to  the  undried  basis 
by  multiplying  the  number  of  pounds  by 
the  factor  1.50. 

( 11 )  The  restrictions  of  this  order  shall 
be  observed  without  regard  to  the  rights 
of  creditors,  prior  contracts,  existing 
contracts,  or  payments  made  prior  to  the 
effective  time  hereof,  and  purchases  or 
sales  of  1944  crop  Burley  tobacco,  made 
prior  to  the  effective  time  hereof,  shall 
be  charged  to  the  respective  allocations 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  here- 
of, as  if  such  purchases  or  sales  were 
made  after  the  effective  time  of  this 
order.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  4-8. 

Acting  at  the  request  of  the  tobacco 
trade,  the  War  Food  Administration  has 
issued  War  Food  Order  4-8  which  is 
designed  to  equalize  the  distribution  of  a 
record  crop  of  burley  tobacco  among 
manufacturers  and  dealers. 

ioEnder  the  order-  effective  December  2, 
i^H,  manufacturers  may  buy  5  percent 


more  burley  than  they  used  during  the  12 
months  ending  September  30,  1944;  and 
dealers  may  buy  4  percent  more  than 
was  allocated  to  them  from  the  1943  crop. 

The  1944  burley  crop,  sale  of  which  is 
scheduled  to  begin  December  11,  1944, 
will  total  483  million  pounds  (November 
1  estimate)  compared  with  390  million 
pounds  last  year  and  a  10-year  average 
(1933-1942)  of  326  million  pounds.  Bur- 
ley is  used  principally  for  the  manufac- 


ture of  cigarettes  and,  for  this  purpose, 
it  is  second  in  volume  to  the  flue-cured 
class  which  is  yielding  more  than  a  billion 
pounds  this  year. 

In  volume  of  tobacco,  WFO  4-8  will 
permit  manufacturers  to  buy  446  million 
pounds  of  the  488-million-pound  crop — 
about  21  million  pounds  more  than  they 
used  from  October  1.  1943  through  Sep- 
tember 30.  1944.  possibly  the  heaviest 
cigarette  consumption  period  in  history. 
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The  order  will  permit  dealers,  on  the 
other  hand,  to  acquire  68  million  pounds, 
54  million  pounds  of  which  is  for  resale 
to  manufacturers.  The  other  592  million 
pounds  of  the  manufacturers'  quota  will 
be  purchased  at  auction.  The  14  mil- 
lion-pound balance  in  dealers'  hands, 
after  the  resale  of  54  million  pounds  to 
manufacturers,  is  assigned  for  export. 

The  total  quantity  of  1944  crop  burley 
allocated  to  manufacturers  and  dealers 
is  4G0  million  pounds.  This  leaves  28  mil- 
lion pounds  of  the  expected  488  million- 


pound  crop  without  definite  assignment 
at  the  present  time.  This  will  be  held  in 
reserve  for  possible  allocation  if  later 
crop  estimates  warrant  such  action. 

While  the  current  allocation  returns  to 
manufacturers  more  than  the  quantity 
used  from  their  aged  stocks  in  the  12 
months'  base  period,  total  disappearance 
in  the  3  previous  years  (1941-43)  ex- 
ceeded production  by  approximately  157 
million  pounds.  The  present  excess, 
therefore,  will  leave  them  still  several 
million  pounds  short  of  the  quantity 


necessary  to  balance  production  and  dis- 
appearance over  the  4-year  period.  On 
this  basis,  there  is  a  shortage  of  burley 
tobacco  and  a  2  percent  increase  in  the 
production  goal  for  1945  has  been  sanc- 
tioned. 

The  Burley  Tobacco  Industry  Advisory 
Committee  requested  that  the  1944  crop 
be  allocated  because  serious  inequalities 
in  distribution  among  manufacturers  and 
dealers  might  otherwise  result.  The  ad- 
visory committee  which  requested  alloca- 
tion is  composed  of  growers,  warehouse- 
men, manufacturers  and  dealers.

An  increase  in  the  estimated  amount  of 
1944  crop  Burley  tobacco  available  makes 
possible  increased  allocations  to  both 
manufacturers  and  dealers,  the  War 
Food  Administration  has  announced  in 
an  amendment  to  War  Food  Order  4-8, 
effective  immediately. 

Under  the  amendment,  manufacturers 
will  be  entitled  to  acquire  12  percent 
more  Burley  tobacco  than  they  used  dur- 
ing the  12  months  ended  September  30, 


1944  and  dealers  may  purchase  12  per- 
cent more  Burley  tobacco  than  their  1943 
allocations.  The  November  estimate  of 
the  1944  burley  crop  indicated  produc- 
tion of  465  million  pounds.  The  Decem- 
ber estimate  indicates  491.6  million 
pounds. 

War  Pood  Order  4-6,  before  amend- 
ment, allocated  460  million  pounds  of 
tobacco.  Of  this  amount,  446  million 
were  for  domestic  consumption  and  14 
million  were  for  export — with  an  un- 
allocated balance  of  28  million  pounds. 

Under  the  new  amendment,  manufac- 


turers will  be  entitled  to  acquire  475.6 
million  pounds  of  Burley,  of  which  417.9 
million  pounds  may  be  acquired  at 
auction  and  57.7  million  pounds  will  be 
acquired  through  dealers.

(For  Trade  and  Summary) 

Washington,  July  18,  1945. 

Flue-cured  tobacco  of  the  1945  crop 
will  be  allocated  to  manufacturers  and 
dealers — in  general,  as  has  been  done 
during  the  past  two  years — the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  has  announced, 
in  issuing  War  Food  Order  4-10.  Flue- 
cured  is  the  principal  tobacco,  by  volume, 
in  most  American-made  cigarettes. 

The  new  order,  effective  July  19,  1945, 
is  based  on  the  July  crop  estimate  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco  totaling  1,091  million 
pounds.  The  allocations  provide  that 
manufacturers  may  acquire  flue-cured 
tobacco  up  to  98  percent  of  the  quantity, 
including  scrap,  used  by  them  for  manu- 


facturing purposes  from  July  1,  1944 
through  June  30,  1945.  Their  auction 
purchases  and  purchases  from  dealers 
are  limited  to  the  same  proportion  of 
total  purchases  as  was  similarly  acquired 
from  the  crops  of  1939  through  1942. 

Dealers  may  purchase  1945  crop  flue- 
cured  tobacco  at  auction,  for  their  own 
accounts,  up  to  95  percent  of  the  basic 
quantity  which  they  were  entitled  to  buy 
from  the  1944  crop  under  the  provisions 
of  War  Food  Order  4-7,  Amendment  4. 

Indicated  production  for  1945  is  ap- 
proximately the  same  as  1944  produc- 
tion. Domestic  and  export  requirements, 
however,  have  increased.  On  the  basis 
of  the  current  crop  estimate  666  million 
pounds  is  allocated  for  domestic  use  and 


395  million  pounds  for  various  export 
needs.  Flue-cured  tobacco  is  the  most 
important  American  export  type. 

Should  later  crop  estimates  modify  the 
July  estimate,  adjustments  will  be  made 
in  allocations  to  preserve  an  orderly  mar- 
ket. The  amounts  earmarked  for  export 
will  be  allocated  directly  to  the  Commod- 
ity Credit  Corporation  and  to  dealers  for 
procurement  on  the  auction  markets.

(3 1  No  manufacturer  shall  purchase 
at  auction  a  higher  proportion  of  his 
total  allocation  of  1945  crop  Burley  to- 
bacco than  his  total  purchases  of  Burley 
tobacco  from  the  crops  of  1939,  1940,  and 
1941  at  auction  bore  to  his  total  pur- 
chases of  Burley  tobacco  from  such  crops. 

(4»  No  dealer  shall  purchase  from 
producers  or  at  auction  for  his  own  ac- 
count a  total  quantity  of  1S45  crop  hurley 
tobacco  which  is  in  excess  of  110  percent 
of  the  amount  which  was  allocated  to 
such  dealer  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
War  Food  Order  4-3  3  -  .R.  14272),  is- 
sued on  December  1,  1944,  as  amended, 
or  the  amount  which  he  was  entitled  to 
have  allocated  to  him  pursuant  to  said 
war  food  order,  as  amended,  for  such 
purchases  from  the  1944  crop  of  Burley 
tobacco. 

(5)  Purchases  at  auction  of  any  1945 
crop  Eurley  tobacco  by  a  manufacturer 
or  a  dealer  shall  not  be  charged  to  ^uch 
purchaser's  allocation  of  1945  crop  Bur- 
ley tobacco  pursuant  to  <b> ,  (2) ,  Co)  <3). 
or  (b)  (4)  hereof  if  such  tobacco  is  pur- 
chased at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum 
price  for  such  tobacco  as  established  by 
the  Office  of  Price  Administration  and  in 
effect  at  the  time  of  such  purchase. 

(6)  Any  person  other  than  a  manufac- 
turer or  dealer  may  purchase  1945  crop 
Burley  tobacco  at  auction  for  resale  at 
auction  in  substantially  the  same  form 
and  condition:  Provided.  That  the  resale 
of  such  tobacco  at  auction  shall  not  be 
required  if  such  tobacco  is  purchased  at 
auction  at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum 
price  for  such  tobacco  as  established  by 
the  OJUce  of  Price  Administration  and  in 
effect  at  the  time  of  such  purchase. 

»7)  Purchases  of  scrap  by  a  dealer 
shall  not  be  charged  against  such  deal- 
er's allocation  but  purchases  of  scrap  by 
a  manufacturer  shall  be  charged  against 
such  manufacturer's  allocation. 

8;  Any  1945  crop  Burley  tobacco  pur- 
chased in  conformity  with  an  agreement 
to  buy  for  a  principal,  either  in  the  prin- 
cipal's name  or  for  his  account,  shall  be 
charged  to  the  allocation  of  th£.>.pj%- 


cipal  for  whom  such  Burley  tobacco  was 
purchased:  Provided,  That  no  principal 
may  make  any  such  agreement  with  a 
warehouseman  or  any  person  employed, 
directly  or  indirectly,  by  a  warehouse- 
man, and  this  provision  applies  to  any 
such  agreement  already  made  or  to  be 
made  with  respect  to  the  1945  crop  of 
Burley  tobacco. 

<9>  Tobacco  of  the  1945  crop  Burley 
tobacco  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  allo- 
cated by  the  Assistant  Administrator  for 
purchase  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Cor- 
ooration. 

1 10 )  The  poundage  figures  used  in 
computing  allocations  pursuant  hereto 
shall  be  reduced  to  an  undried  (green 
weight*  basis.  Burley  tobacco  in  the 
steam-dried  condition  and  in  unstemmed 
form  shall  be  converted  to  the  undried 
basis  by  multiplying  the  number  of 
pounds  by  the  factor  1.11.  Burley  to- 
bacco in  the  steam-dried  condition  and 
in  the  stemmed  form  shall  be  converted 
to  the  undried  basis  by  multiplying  the 
number  of  pounds  by  the  factor  1.50. 

<11>  The  restrictions  of  this  order 
shall  be  observed  without  regard  to  the 
rights  of  creditors,  prior  contracts,  ex- 
isting contracts,  or  payments  made 
prior  to  the  effective  time  hereof,  and 
acquisitions  of  1945  crop  Burley  tobacco, 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  prior  to  the 
effective  time  hereof,  shall  be  charged 
to  the  respective  allocations  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  hereof,  as  if 
such  acquisitions  were  made  after  the 
effective  time  of  this  order. 

(c;  Modt/icartoTi  and  amendment. 
Any  allocation  granted  herein  may  be 
modified,  amended,  or  supplemented 
from  time  to  time  by  notice  or  letter, 
issued  by  the  Assistant  Administrator, 
to  any  person  to  whom  such  allocation 
has  been  made;  and  the  Assistant  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  notice  or  letter, 
grant  an  allocation  to  any  person  who  is 
not  entitled  thereto  under  the  provisions 
of<b>  (2),(b)  (3),  or  (b)  (4)  hereof. 

(d)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  s.  t., 
November  27.  1945.
